THE PROPOSED 'TERRITORV OF 


HURON. 


Washington Star. 


The proposed new Territory of H u- 


ron contains about 70,000 square miles 
and 10,000 inhabitant*. 
It is the nor- 


thern half of Dakota, and it is said to 
embrace one of the best farming re- 
giooD in the United States. The bill 
to create the territory has already pass- 
id the senate, and will probably pass 
the house, sines there seems to be no 
serious objection to it. 
There being no 


direct means of communication between 
the northein and southern portions of 
Dakota, people in the former section 
having business at Yaokton, the capi- 
tal, which ia located in the southern' 
part of the territory, are frequently 
compelled to travel hundreds of miles 
in the dead of winter. 
The capital of 


the new territory will be the young but 
rapidly growing town of Bismarck. 
Fortunately, at the suggestion of Sen- 
ator Bogy, the name was changed from 
Pembina to tbe more euphonious one 
of Huron. 
The latter is an 
Indian 


name, while the former is a corruption 
of two French words.
